The earliest historical reference made fore she learned to hatoall men because 
to dancing is iu the account given iu tho of her brothers, believing all the rnascu- 
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book of Exodus of Miriam ami tho 
women of Israel celebrating the de- 
struction of Pharaoh’s host iu tho Rod 
sea with timbrels, singing aud dancing. 
This triumph was essentially religious 
iu its character, ami for ages subsequent 
dam-ing formed an important feature of 
Jewish, pagan aud even of Christian 
worship. 

That it hud been used iu thu service 
of tho Egyptian g id Apis previous to 
the time of Miriam (B. C. 1491) would 
appear evident from the fact that the 
Israelites a short timo afterward danced 
before tho imago of tho calf mado in 
imitation of Apis. About 4 .jU years 
later David, the Hebrew king, celebrat- 
ed the bringing of tho ark to Jerusalem 
by "leaping and dancing h*-foro flio 
Lord” nnd scour* d tho contempt of his 
wife Michul by his wild dancing frolics 
iu a semiundo state. 

Sacred dances f'-rmed a prominent 
feature of tin- worship of the gods in an- 
cient Greece and Rome. Tho practice 
reappeared in tho early Christian church, 
special provision being mado for danc- 
ing iu (ho choir, healiger, a noted ec- 
clesiastio of his timo who darned be- 
fore tire Knqieror Charles V, did so 
with so lunch vigor aud nkill tliat tho 
monarch expressed surprise at his su- 
perior execution and powers of endur- 
ance.
